Notable individual highlights include an 1880-0 dollar, 
MS65 PCGS Secure; an 1892-CC dollar, MS66 PCGS; an 1892-S dollar, MS61 NGC; an 1893-CC dollar, 

MS64 PCGS; an 1895-0 dollar, MS62 NGC; an 1895-S dollar, MS65 NGC; and a 1901 dollar, MS63 NGC. 
Additional highlights from The James Rohdeler Collection, including an impressive Mint State 1893-S dollar, 
will appear in a future event.

Scratches are present above LIBERTY, near the T in CENT, and beneath the IBU in PLURIBUS, but the most noticeable mark is a deep 
horizontal scratch from Lincoln’s cheek to the back of his head. These marks were undoubtedly made by an incredulous finder expecting to 
uncover the steel interior usual for a 1943 cent. The golden-brown surfaces also have a trivial rim nick at 2:30 on each side. Accompanying the 
lot is a 1970s vintage Fort Wayne, Indiana, newspaper feature story on the present cent, and a May 10, 1982, Professional Numismatics Guild 
certificate of title. Since 2000, Heritage has auctioned three other bronze 1943 cents, including an AU58 that realized $218,500 in 2010.

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1943 Experimental Pieces Including 
A Previously Unreported and Unique Experimental Piece 
Struck in 1942 with 1943 Lincoln Cent Dies 
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3509 1943 Five-Piece Experimental Cent Collection NGC. The five individual pieces represent only part of the experimentation that took place 
during World War II to assist the war effort. Copper and other elements including tin and nickel were desperately needed for ammunition, so a 
substitute was sought for the cent and five cent pieces. 

The five pieces in this lot are housed in an NGC holder. Each piece came in a brown envelope with notes and include: 

1. A blank planchet for a zinc coated steel cent, Type One, before passing through the upsetting machine to form a raised lip for the border. This 
piece retains its bright bluish-tinted gray surface with little evidence of corrosion. 2.7 grams. This piece is reportedly from the “First test run of zinc 
plated steel [in] 1943.” 

2. 1942 Judd-2054 AU55 NGC. This piece combines the LIBERTY and JUSTICE obverse with the UNITED STATES MINT reverse. Burdette’s 
Second Reverse (page 18). It is struck on a zinc-coated steel planchet that shows pale blue-gray color and minor corrosion. Only about half a dozen 
of these experimental pieces are believed known today. 2.56 grams. The accompanying envelope is annotated: “No denomination ‘coin’ used for 
testing metals at Philadelphia Mint.” 

3. A copper-coated steel blank, Type One, showing slight corrosion and other minor imperfections. 2.9 grams. The accompanying envelope 
identifies this as a “test blank of copper-plated steel for one cent piece—January 1943.” 

4. 1943 Judd-2085 Lincoln cent. AU58 NGC. Reportedly on a blank plated with 4% antimony and 6% iron, per NGC. We are unable to state if 
they had actual metallurgical analysis performed on this piece. Lightly worn with dark gray-brown surfaces. 2.7 grams. The accompanying envelope 
is annotated: “Experimental Zinc & Antimony on steel. Dec. 1942.” According to David Camire, an NGC consultant, this is pattern for the 1943 
cent was “subjected to nondestructive, X-ray fluorescence.” Camire continued that “the testing determined the composition to be ‘90 percent zinc, 
4 percent antimony, 6 percent iron plating” according to the Coin World article mentioned below. 

The USPatterns.com website reports that “It differs from the regular zinc coated steel cent of this year in that the plating includes antimony and 
iron. According to researcher Roger Burdette, it is probable that the antimony was added to make the coin darker in color in order to make it less 
likely to be confused with a dime which, apparently happened often.” 

5. A blank planchet for a zinc-coated steel cent, Type One, with bright blue-gray surfaces and minor corrosion. Also from the first test run at the 
Philadelphia Mint in 1943. 

Accompanying this lot is a Coin World article about the five pieces from the September 21, 2009 issue of that weekly newspaper. The article, 
written by Coin World reporter Paul Gilkes, identified the owners as “the children of a former Philadelphia Mint metallurgist [now deceased] who 
worked on finding an alternative to the pre-1943 bronze cent.”

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1943-S Bronze Cent, VF35 
Very Rare Off-Metal Error 



3510 1943'S — Struck on a Bronze Planchet — VF35 PCGS. The 
1943-dated bronze cents are the most famous rarities of the Lincoln 
cent series. Soon after their discovery, rumors ran wild that Henry 
Ford of Ford Motors would trade an example for a brand new Ford 
automobile. Variants of this story continued for decades without 
any basis in truth. 

According to David Lange, “this error occurs when a mobile 
tote bin containing planchets of one type is emptied into the press 
delivery system and then filled with planchets of another type. A 
few of the first batch may wedge themselves into the trap door at 
the bottom of the tote bin as it closes. These are then dislodged 
when the door is opened a second time to release the new batch 
of planchets. Thus, a few of the old ones are coined in a press run 
for some other coin type. What made this particular instance of a 
wrong'planchet error so compelling is simply the novelty of the 
regular steel cents themselves and the dramatic contrast between 
the steel and bronze alloys.” 

More Philadelphia Mint 1943 bronze cents are known than 
their Denver and San Francisco counterparts combined. Recent 
censuses state that only one 1943'D bronze cent is known, plus 
seven 1943'S bronze cents. The latter figure, however, may 
overstate the actual population by one or even two pieces, since 
most of the known survivors are clustered in a narrow range from 
AU to low Mint State. 

In that respect, this coin is unusual by virtue of its Choice 
VF grade. It is also a relatively recent entrant to the numismatic 
marketplace. It was unknown to David Lange in 1996, when he 
published his Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents, having been “kept 
for decades” privately by the owner, but sold alongside the Dr. Carl 
A. Minning, Jr. Collection in an August 1999 auction by Bowers 
and Merena. How the coin came to be VF, unlike its fellows, 
remains unclear. 

As expected for a VF35 coin, this piece shows light to 
moderate wear over each side, and the mildly luminous sun'gold 
and plum-red surfaces show scattered minuscule abrasions under 
magnification. That said, the overall eye appeal is far better than 
the preceding sentence might suggest. The present piece is the only 
bronze 1943'S cent auctioned by Heritage since 1993.

PCGS. 2.78 gm, similar to the expected 2.70 gm weight of a zinc- 
coated steel cent. Since copper was an important metal to U.S. 
forces fighting World War II, the composition of cents was changed 
in 1943 from bronze to zinc-plated steel. The steel cents proved 
highly unpopular in commerce, since they were readily confused 
with dimes, which had a similar color and diameter. In 1944, cents 
returned to a bronze alloy, with the copper purportedly secured 
from salvaged cartridge cases. Though billions of cents were struck 
in 1943 and 1944, no bronze cents were supposed to be struck in 
1943, and no steel cents were supposed to be struck in 1944- 

Off-metal Lincoln cents from 1943 and 1944 rank among the 
most coveted rarities of the series. Best known among those are 
the 1943 cents struck on planchets made of bronze instead of 
steel. 1944-dated steel cents are nearly as famous, and are ardently 
pursued by collectors ambitious enough to seek a complete six- 
piece off-metal 1943 and 1944 PDS set. 

The Philadelphia Mint in 1944 struck 25,000,000 Belgian 
2 franc pieces on zinc-coated steel planchets; a production that 
provided additional opportunities for the inadvertent coining 
of 1944 steel cents. However, the variety remains rare. Heritage 
has auctioned only eight different examples since 2000, in grades 
between AU58 and XF Details, Corroded. 

The present near-Mint representative displays essentially 
unbroken cartwheel sheen. The strike is incomplete on the hair above 
the ear, and on the O in ONE, expected since steel is a harder alloy 
than bronze, but there is no incontrovertible evidence of circulation 
wear. There is no consequential marks or spots, but we note a drop 
of translucent lacquer residue near 6 o’clock on the reverse.

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3563 1916-D MS67 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. The artistry of Augustus Saint-Gaudens and the impetuosity of President Theodore Roosevelt spurred a 
numismatic renaissance that continued to a new generation of artists who trained with, were influenced by, or assisted “the Saint.” 

Those artists include: 

—-James Earle Fraser, designer of the Buffalo nickel that debuted in 1913; 

—Bela Lyon Pratt, whose novel reduced relief quarter eagle and half eagle designs appeared in 1908, shortly after Saint-Gaudens’ death; 

—Adolph Weinman, a double winner in the design sweepstakes, taking on the Mercury dime and Walking Liberty half dollar, both premier- 
ing in 1916; 

—-John Flanagan, whose Washington quarter design would debut, originally as a commemorative coin, in 1932; and 
—Charles Keck, originator of the 1915-S Panama-Pacific gold dollar. 

The new Mercury dime debuted to rave reviews on the part of the most influential numismatists of the era, many of whom were quoted in the 
December 1916 issue of The Numismatist. Farran Zerbe, Henry Chapman, Edgar Adams, Wayte Raymond, B. Max Mehl, Thomas Elder, Howland 
Wood, and T. Louis Comparette all spoke glowingly of the new dime design. Elder, in particular, waxed eloquent: 

“We have in the new United States dime, designed by Adolph Alexander Weinman, the handsomest American coin. The winged 
head of Liberty is a real portrait of great beauty and finish. Our American girl in this instance is youthful, refined, and of gentle 
expression. The addition of wings to the head is taken from ancient art of emblems. The head is not unlike those of [Oscar] Roty and 
[Jules-Clement] Chaplain shown on so many modem French coins and medals. The obverse lettering is beautifully simple. ...” 


Although three mints produced the first-year Mercury dimes — Philadelphia, Denver, San Francisco — the D-mint utterance was a pittance 
compared to those of the other mints. It would nonetheless be the mid-1930s, with the introduction of coin boards for collectors, before the 1916-D 
dime’s elusive nature would be fully grasped. It is only the chance survival of a greater number of first-year dimes from all mints that prevents the 
1916-D today from being prohibitively rare, rather than extremely elusive. 

Predictably for an issue with such a small mintage, very few are known today in the highest grades. None have been certified by either service 
finer than the present piece, and few can be called a peer. The mint luster glows with rich mint frost beneath speckled, multicolored iridescence 
seen over each side.

This issue has always ranked among the most desirable early proofs, combining extreme rarity 
with its status as a single-year design type, and the first year of issue for a major design group. For many years a widely held belief was 
the existence of just three proof examples of this issue, based on the 1977 work of Walter Breen, along with his earlier writings. 
However, to make matters more confusing, one of the coins that Breen recorded as a proof was clearly a business strike. Only the Reed 
Hawn coin and the F.C.C. Boyd specimen were actual proofs. Others have been discovered, and today there are five known proofs. 

Each of the true proof 1839 No Drapery half dollars has a fine die crack through the base of HALF DOL., continuing faintly through the tops of 
MERICA. Light clash marks are evident within the spaces of the vertical shield stripes, and several of the vertical lines extend into the horizontal 
cross bars. This reverse die was used for both proofs and business strikes, so it is unreliable as a diagnostic. There are no characteristics that will aid 
in differentiating between proofs and business strikes, aside from the quality of production. Notes about the dies: The obverse has the shield point 
over the space between the 1 and 8. The date is rather small, and high above the border, slightly closer to the rock. The left base of the 1 is over the 
right curve of a dentil. There appears to be an extremely short, diagonal die line extending down from the bottom right base of the 1. 

This gorgeous Gem has pale gold at the centers with intermingled violet and sea-green at the borders. Both sides are 
wonderfully well-detailed with deeply mirrored fields around the lustrous devices. A few minor hairlines are consistent with 
the grade.

Decidedly rare; while a precise mintage figure is unavailable, it 
must have been small, and the traditionally given amount is just six 
specimens. This is the Reed Hawn - Hain Family coin, once graded 
PR63 by NGC but crossed over to PCGS.

Certain commentators have placed this coin 
as somewhere shy of Die State IV / 12b, most notably the Stack’s cataloger in October 1995, but the qualifying cracks, while fine and half-hidden by 
this coin’s generous patina, are visible on close examination. 

Only a handful of Draped Bust dollar die varieties are available in better-than-Gem condition as rated by the major grading services and the 
1799 B-12, BB-160 is not among them. In the census for the B-12, BB-160 provided in Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States, Q. David 
Bowers rates this coin as “MS65+” and puts it at the head of his list of “notable specimens.” 

Opinions of this piece have varied significantly over the years, though its status as the best of its variety has not come under serious threat. 
Early on, it was a prize for now-famous names such as Waldo Newcomer and Colonel E.H.R. Green. In its first major auction appearance, the New 
Netherlands 48th Sale of 1956, it was classed as “Brilliant Unc., almost in the gem class.” In October 1989, a time of great froth in the coin industry, 
Superior Galleries proclaimed the piece “Mint State 67. Superb.” and went on to gush: “We have wracked out memories in trying to recall another 
Heraldic Eagle Bust Dollar as lovely as this. ... Perhaps an equal exists, but we have never seen it nor heard about it. So we have to conclude this is 
the Finest 17 99 Bust Dollar in existence, [emphasis theirs]” 

This piece realized an astonishing $198,000, though from a strictly financial perspective there was something of a winner’s curse attached to the 
coin. In the more sober mid-1990s, Stack’s, while still laudatory and calling it “Gem Brilliant Uncirculated,” realized only $60,500 for the piece. 
Sometime after the Stack’s event, the coin was certified as MS65 by NGC; more recently, CAC granted this coin a green label of approval. 

Even though it is no longer thought of as the finest circulation-strike Bust dollar in existence, nor even the finest 1799 dollar, it is nonetheless a 
magnificent representative of the design as well as the best of its die variety, and so it remains of great interest to elite type and series enthusiasts. Its 
luster is full and broad, all-around luminous with a cartwheel effect that is most obvious on the margins. Liberty’s portrait, particularly her hair, gives 
off a charming frosted effect at certain angles. The coin’s color, much remarked-upon throughout its auction history, remains a delight with gorgeous 
blue hues as well as lavender, lilac, and apricot shades. The strike is strong, the centering good, and wear nonexistent. 

What may not be immediately apparent is how utterly clean the surfaces are, particularly for an MS65 coin. There are only three areas worth 
notice: a small group of parallel marks overlapping the bottom of Liberty’s face (the major pedigree marker for this specimen), a half-hidden line of 
tiny marks up and to the right of her chin, and a luster disturbance to the right of the eagle on the reverse. These are all minor quibbles, however, 
on a coin this well-preserved and flat-out gorgeous. This offering is a marvelous opportunity for the dedicated and deep-pocketed collector.

Almost all of the coins 
were released into circulation in the 1890s, and few examples were 
saved by collectors, with the result that the issue is rare in Mint 
State grades today. Augustus Heaton’s reference on branch-mint 
coins would be published the following year, and collector interest 
in mintmarked issues blossomed in the early 20th century, but 
nearly all examples of the 1892-S had seen extensive circulation by 
that time. 

Contemporary collectors largely ignored the 1892-S when it 
appeared in auction catalogs. An early offering occurred in lot 347 
of the New Jersey Collection (Ed Frossard, 3/1898), “1892 San 
Francisco mint. Uncirculated.” The lot realized only $1.05, a small 
return, even in those days. The 1892-S was not present in any 
quantities in the silver dollar releases of the San Francisco Mint 
in the 1940s and 1950s. Fikewise, the issue was underrepresented 
in the great Treasury releases of the early 1960s. In recent years, 
analysis by specialists like Wayne Miller revealed the true rarity of 
the 1892-S in Mint State. Collectors today are aware of its status as 
a prime condition rarity in the series. 

The present coin is an attractive Mint State example, featuring 
needle-sharp striking details. Even the hair above Liberty’s ear 
is crisply rendered. The fields are reflective and semiprooflike, 
especially on the reverse. The surfaces are brilliant at the centers, 
with a light patina of golden color growing stronger at the rims. A 
scattering of hairlines in the fields and a few minor handling marks 
on Liberty’s cheek explain the grade.

The issue 
is one, however, that has benefited immensely from the advent 
of third-party certification. In earlier days, there were many 
unfortunate appearances of “slider Uncirculated” coins passed off 
to unsuspecting buyers as Mint State or Uncirculated — pieces that 
were, in fact, AU or so. 

This unfortunate combination of circumstances had the effect of 
holding down values and prices for the issue throughout the upper 
end of the grading range, even for coins that were acknowledged 
Mint State representatives. Today, the situation has resolved 
itself, and the few surviving Mint State examples of the issues are 
recognized — and valued accordingly — for the rarities they are. 
Take a look at the current PCGS CoinFacts webpage for the issue, 
where an AU58 is priced at $16,000, while an MS60 1892-S more 
than doubles to $34,500, and an MS62 PCGS example, such as the 
current piece, is priced at $50,000. 

The mintage of the 1892-S Morgan dollar issue was only 1.2 
million coins, and few examples survive in certified Mint State 
grades. PCGS shows a total of 60 submissions ranging from MS60 
through MS67, and there are five Mint State Prooflike coins. 
Given the rapidly rising grade-price curve, it is a certainty that 
those figures contain duplicate submissions. 

Examples finer than the present MS62 PCGS example are 
seldom seen and seldom offered. This piece offers abundant eye 
appeal over surfaces that show gentle yet thorough mint luster 
throughout. Each side is dove-gray with faint rose accents, and 
the strike is quite sharp, as usually found on the issue. A few small 
contact marks scattered about Liberty’s face and in the fields 
account for the grade. This piece will almost certainly see fierce 
bidding at auction, and series specialists should plan accordingly.

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3730 1893-S MS64 NGC. With a reported mintage of 100,000 pieces, the 1893-S silver dollar has the lowest mintage of any regular issue Morgan, 
making it the key date of the series (the supposed mintage of 12,000 circulation strike 1895 Morgan dollars, according to the Annual Report of the 
Director of the Mint, turned out to be an accounting-error entry as those pieces were of earlier date). 

The low mintage of the 1893-S Morgan dollar was the result of several factors. First, the year 1893 saw a financial panic of a magnitude 
previously unrecorded in U.S. history engulf the country, causing financial institutions to fail, the plight of farmers to worsen, and labor unrest to 
increase. Second, there was an oversupply of silver dollars in Treasury vaults, resulting from the Sherman Silver Purchase Act of 1890, a stepchild 
of the late 19th century Free Silver Movement. This act, a successor to the Bland-Allison Act of 1878, required the government to purchase $4.5 
million of silver bullion a month to be turned into Morgan dollars, which piled up in vaults. Third, the new president, Grover Cleveland, a gold- 
standard Democrat who opposed the silver interests, called for repeal of the Sherman Act. All the above, plus silver mine closings and dwindling 
silver supplies from Nevada’s Comstock Lode resulted in fewer Morgan dollars being struck between 1893 and 1895. 

While the record-low production at the San Francisco Mint helps explain the 1893-S Morgan dollar’s scarcity today, particularly in Mint State, 
it is possible that they became rarer when tens of thousands of the coins were melted under the terms of the 1918 Pittman Act, according to Q. 
David Bowers in Silver Dollars & Trade Dollars of the United States: A Complete Encyclopedia. This act permitted the melting of up to 350 million silver 
dollars for conversion into bullion and shipment to Great Britain during World War I and for use in the production of subsidiary U.S. coins. 

The 1893-S dollar is generally considered to be the most desirable single Morgan dollar issue struck at a branch mint. Specimens are highly 
desired in all grades, and not just among Morgan dollar date and mintmark collectors. Many others just desire to have an example of this classic 
rarity in their collection. 

Most surviving 1893-S Morgan dollars are in the Good to Very Fine range, with the majority of known pieces in the single grade category of 
Very Fine. Bowers writes in A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars that most such pieces circulated in the American West, “for an appropriate but 
apparently restricted time, to bring them to this grade. Mint State coins exist. Plowever, among the great Treasury release coins of 1962 through 
1964, no bag or even small group was found.” NGC has certified, to date, just 27 Uncirculated 1893-S dollars, and PCGS 37 Mint State specimens 
(9/13). A number of these are likely resubmitted or crossover coins. 

Only one hoard of 1893-S Morgan dollars has been reported, 20 Uncirculated pieces in an original bag of 1894^S dollars. This bag was 
discovered, according to Neil Berman in an October 2007 Numismatist article, by John Love in Great Falls, Montana, in the 1950s. 

The popularity of the 1893-S has resulted in a number of fakes. Indeed, some researchers think the number of counterfeits might exceed the 
number of genuine pieces! Fortunately for collectors, the entire issue was struck from one known die pair. Genuine coins show two diagnostics, a 
die polish line in the center of the crossbar of the T in LIBERTY and two tiny die chips that resemble “rabbit ears” in the left base of the R. These 
diagnostics are visible even on well-worn coins. 

This near-Gem example displays pleasing luster on both sides, each of which shows hints of prooflike reflectivity. Some field-motif contrast is 
evident when the coin is tilted under a light, especially on the reverse. The design elements are sharply impressed, including the hair above Liberty’s 
ear, which is almost fully delineated. Soft rainbowlike toning resides along the upper obverse border; otherwise, the remaining surfaces are mostly 
untoned. A couple of unobtrusive grazes are visible between stars 3 and 4 and 4 and 5, and a couple of minute marks are seen on the left part of the 
neck. None of these detract and are mentioned solely for pedigree purposes. All in all, this coin displays excellent eye appeal. Census: 10 in 64, 3 
finer (9/13).

183rd sale held on February 23, 1952, a coin that realized $60 
at a time when a typical 1896-0 brought $10 or $12. Appearing 
as lot 309 in that sale, offering Bolender’s personal silver dollar 
collection, the coin was described as “Proof. Slightly toned. Very 
rare branch mint proof, probably two or three known. Cost $65.” 

In 1986 Wayne Miller classified branch mint proof Morgan 
dollars into five categories: 

I. Authorized, Definite Proofs. This group includes such well- 
known issues as the 1879-0, 1883-0, 1893-CC, and 1921-S. 

II. Unauthorized, but Definite Proofs. At that time he only 
included the 1882-CC and 1887-0 in this group. 

III. Possible, but Doubtful Proofs. This grouping includes the 
1881-0, 1884-0, and 1884-CC. 

IV. Doubtful Proofs. This classification in 1986 included the 
1890-0, 1891-0, 1892-0, and 1895-S. 

V. Definitely Not Proofs. The coins in this category are now not 
universally considered “not proofs,” but at that time included 
the 1883-CC, 1891-0, and 1895-S. 

In our opinion, this Specimen 1896-0 falls under the heading of 
Unauthorized but Definite Proofs. We know of no documentation 
backing up the striking of this special coin, yet the evidence is clear 
when the surfaces are closely examined. As with other branch mint 
proof dollars, this piece was imitative; meaning, the New Orleans 
mint personnel had seen Philadelphia proofs and did their best to 
imitate the appearance of those coins, even if they did not follow to 
the letter the exact process of producing a Philadelphia Mint proof. 
Incomplete die polishing can be seen between the eagle’s neck and 
upper right (facing) wing, a trait seen on many branch mint proofs. 
Close examination elsewhere shows almost none of the telltale 
signs of remaining die polish that has been observed on authorized, 
definite proofs. 

The dull gray surfaces and sharp design features of this example 
are similar to Prooflike or Deep Mirror Prooflike coins. The surfaces 
are lightly hairlined with minor contact marks, also typical. 
However, this example is the only 1896-0 dollar that comes to 
our attention with a description that suggests a special issue. Both 
sides are fully and deeply mirrored, with a bold strike showing slight 
merging of a few hair strands above the ear.

Morgan dollar occupies its own special niche within the set, as 
a celebrated conditional rarity within the series — but an unusual 
one, being from the Philadelphia Mint and a high-mintage issue, to 
boot. 

The legions of series enthusiasts are familiar with — for example 
— the populanin-any-grade 1894 Philadelphia coin, an issue struck 
to the meager extent of only 110,000 pieces. The memorably low 
mintage makes this 19th century Philadelphia Morgan dollar one 
that numismatists will eagerly chase around bourse floors and 
bid up at auction venues, whether the coin in question be well' 
circulated or in the highest Mint State grades known. Similar, if 
slightly different narratives regarding low mintages exist for the 
1893 and 1899 Philadelphia issues. 

But the situation of the 1901 Philadelphia Morgan dollar is more 
complex. The enormous mintage was nearly 7 million coins, coming 
near the end of a vast glut of Morgan dollar issues that began in 1878. 
But despite the high production, the issue also saw high circulation 
and high attrition; most of the original mintage either circulated 
widely or was melted under the Pittman Act of 1918. The few Mint 
State survivors are largely in the lower ranks of Uncirculated. 

In Gem condition, the 1901 Philadelphia Morgan dollar is 
second in rarity only to the celebrated 1896-0 issue. The certified 
submissions at PCGS are quite similar:

The reverse shows 
pronounced doubling on the eagle’s tailfeathers, beak, and wings, 
as well as the letters in the motto. This doubling was the result of 
misalignment of the die and hub during the hubbing process. The 
VAM-3 is seldom encountered in high grade.

3787 1943 Cent — Struck on a Curasao 25 Cent Planchet — XF40 
NGC. 3.5 gm. This is the third example we have handled of this 
World War II rarity. The other two were in our 2001 Central States 
Sale, lot 5942; 2001 ANA Sale, lot 5466; 2005 Central States Sale, 
lot 8214 (which was a reappearance of the 2001 Central States 
coin). Similar to the famous copper cents of 1943, these two coins 
have a different origin but were produced in the same manner as 
the copper cents by “old” planchets remaining in the hopper and 
then struck with the next year’s cent production. Rather than 
recreate the wheel, here is the background to how this coin was 
struck in 1943, taken from our 2001 catalog: 

“This coin was born out of the turmoil of the Second World 
War. In the spring of 1940, Nazi Germany overran the 
Netherlands in a campaign that also saw the conquest of 
France and Belgium. The Dutch colonies of Surinam (in 
northern South America), Curasao (an island in the Carib¬ 
bean Sea north of Surinam, and part of the Netherlands 
Antilles), and the Netherlands West Indies came under 
the protection of the Allied powers. Curasao was particu¬ 
larly important to the war effort, as its refineries delivered 
more than 60% of the oil used by the Allies. In addition 
to providing troops to protect Curasao’s shores, the United 
States also produced coinage for the Dutch colony. In 1943, 
the Philadelphia Mint delivered 2.5 million 25 cent coins 
(KM-38) for shipment to Curasao.” 

Apparently after the production run of Curasao 25 cent pieces, 
the Mint resumed striking U.S. cents, and this piece was mistakenly 
struck on one of the few remaining Curasao planchets. The surfaces 
are bright and silvery in appearance on each side. The only marks 
we see that could be used for pedigree purposes are located on 
the reverse between the N and E of ONE.

3788 1943 Lincoln Cent — Overstruck on a Cuba 1 Centavo — 
MS62 PCGS. We are pleased to offer for sale a coin that we believe 
unique, a 1943 cent struck over a Cuban 1 centavo coin. The 
United States mint has produced coins for foreign governments 
at various times during its history, so the production of 1 centavo 
coins for Cuba in 1943 is certainly not a unique or noteworthy 
event in and of itself. The hectic wartime production schedule 
of the Philadelphia mint, and the corresponding erosion of its 
quality control, however, resulted in planchets being fed into the 
wrong coinage press. As clients of our many auctions know, the 
introduction of copper planchets from the 1942 production run 
created the ever-popular 1943 copper cents. In the case of the 
present coin, it was an already struck Cuban 1 Centavo coin that 
somehow found its way into a Lincoln cent press. 

This piece is quite dramatic in appearance with the Cuban star 
centered under the effigy of Lincoln on the obverse. The peripheral 
lettering and (1943) date are all prominently visible. The real 
mystery continues on the reverse. The cent was struck with a 
“medallic turn” of the dies — 180 degrees from the standard “coin 
turn” as is used on all American coins. Few (if any) 1943 cents are 
known with “medallic” die alignment, and what are the odds of this 
occurring when the coin was being struck over a previously struck 
coin from another country? 

The 1 Centavo coin is struck on a brass planchet and the color 
has muted somewhat over the years. A small area of bubbly die 
rust is noted in the right obverse field above the cent date. An 
exceedingly rare, possibly unique, coin for the error specialist.

This lot is the plate coin for the lofty 
position of #8 in the 100 Greatest U.S. Coin Errors , published by 
Whitman in 2010. The author values the error between $75,000 
and $100,000, and notes that only two Walking Liberty half dollars 
are known on cent planchets. Curiously, the other such piece, sold 
in 1981 as part of the Milt Cohen Collection, was also struck on a 
steel cent planchet. That coin is undated and struck 25% off-center 
toward 5 o’clock. Likely, many additional Walking Liberty halves 
were struck on cent planchets but never left the Mint, screened 
by riddlers (and subsequently destroyed) due to the much smaller 
diameter of a cent. 

On the present coin, the mintmark and date are off the flan, but 
it was presumably struck in 1943 or 1944, since nearly all steel cents 
bear the former date and Belgium two franc pieces (also issued in 
zinc-plated steel) are dated 1944- The centering favors the motifs at 
the expense of the legends, though much of IN GOD WE TRUST 
is present, as is the US in PLURIBUS. The eagle and Liberty are 
present except for extremities. The luster is silky and both sides 
are void of abrasions, though minor dull gray specks are scattered. 
The highest ranked Walking Liberty half within the 100 Greatest 
U.S. Coin Errors, and one of the highlights of the Geyer Family

The other such piece, a 1943-S half on a Peruvian half sol, is 
offered elsewhere in the present auction as part of the Geyer Family 
Collection. The U.S. struck 25 centavos for El Salvador dated 
1943 and 1944 (KM-136), and apparently a planchet lodged in a 
hopper and ended up struck sometime later between half dollar 
dies. Fortunately, its unusual appearance caused it to be set aside 
prior to circulation.

The 1855 gold dollar, unlike the 1854 issue, 
is only found in the Type Two or Indian Princess format, and it is 
marginally more elusive than the 1854 Type Two. Some pieces are 
found with the double 5s in the date either of the Open 5 or Closed 
5 style, to which Breen assigns different numbers in his Complete 
Encyclopedia, although we know of no collectors who seek out these 
differences. Bowers writes in his series Guide Book that “on working 
dies, if the [date] logotype is not driven straight into the die, the 
last digit can be heavier, and the ball can be closer to the upright or 
even touching it.

In fact, we have had the privilege of offering a 
mere four examples by way of auction over the past 15 years, not 
counting the current piece. The numbers at the grading services 
paint a more exacting picture of the extant population of 1875 gold 
dollars in proof format. As of (9/13), NGC has certified a total of 
11 examples in all grades and designations, with the finest being 
a PR66 UCAM with the ★ designation—the magnificent coin 
offered here. PCGS documents 12 pieces in all grades, with the 
finest certified slot shared by two survivors at the PR66 Deep Cameo 
level. The combined total of 23 coins more than likely includes the 
resubmission of the same coin more than once, although some 
researchers have suggested the possibility that the official Mint 
record of 20 proofs being struck with the 1875 date is incorrect. 

Interestingly, both proof and circulation strike 1875 gold dollars 
are rare. In fact, the combined total of the two formats for this date 
is a minuscule 105 coins. Of course, considering the perplexingly 
low mintage of 420 pieces for the year, the extant population 
becomes more logical. Leading the pack, in terms of condition, is 
the current offering. Making the claim of “finest known” for any 
coin is risky, although it would be hard to deny this stunning gold 
dollar such an accolade and it certainly resides within the upper 
Condition Census.

The present coin is a high-end 
Choice example, with sharply defined design elements throughout.

Rare Dahlonega Three, Extremely Rare in High Grades 



3820 1854-D AU58 NGC. Variety 1-A. The 1854 launch of the new 
three dollar gold piece, designed by Mint Chief Engraver James B. 
Longacre with the Indian Princess motif, was accompanied by the 
largest mintage that the odd denomination would ever see; the 
vast majority of the first-year pieces were struck in Philadelphia, 
at 138,618 coins. Two branch mints, Dahlonega and New Orleans, 
would also strike smaller quantities for the series debut. New 
Orleans struck a healthy mintage of 24,000 coins, then never again 
struck the denomination. Dahlonega produced 1,120 pieces and 
then also withdrew from the series. 

The Dahlonega total would remain the low-water mark within 
the series for more than two decades, until the 1880 issue saw a 
mintage of an even 1,000 coins. The 1854-D three dollar gold today 
is quite rare (as it was on the day it was issued), and a piece such as 
this near-Mint State coin represents a major offering of one of the 
acknowledged and sought-after keys to the series. Bowers estimates 
that 115 to 160 examples of the 1854-D survive today, among them 
only two to four Mint State examples. (The certified populations 
must be largely discounted; given the vast incentive to obtain an 
MS60 or finer grade versus an AU58, or a one-point bump at the 
Mint State level, it appears that the numbers are highly inflated.) 

Doug Winter, in the newly published third edition of Gold Coins 
of the Dahlonega Mint 1838-1861, enumerates four examples of the 
1854-D in Mint State: the Bass MS63 raw coin; two MS62 pieces, 
including an MS62 NGC coin that we offered in ANA Signature 
(Heritage, 4/2006), lot 1516, which brought $149,500; and the ex: 
Green Pond coin, MS61 PCGS, which we handled in our FUN 
Signature (Heritage, 1/2004), lot 1037, where it brought $92,000. 
That last piece later traded in a Goldberg’s auction (9/2008), lot 
1232, where it realized $126,500. 

The last AU58 example we offered, also certified by NGC, 
brought $49,937.50 in our Central States Signature (Heritage, 
4/2013), lot 4478. This specimen shows deep, beautiful reddish- 
orange color and surfaces that immediately pus the coin into 
“PQ” territory, a premium-quality piece with no major drawbacks. 
The strike softness on the hair around the ear and on the feather 
plumes is universal for the issue, as are the doubling on TED and 
the weakness on U. A few stray scrapes on the slab must not be 
confused with marks on the coin, which are few and insignificant.

This AU53 
example displays traces of luster in the recessed areas of its yellow- 
gold surfaces. The peripheral design elements are generally well 
struck for an O-mint issue, but the centers are soft, as usually seen.

Virtually Unimprovable Example 



3822 1855-S AU58 NGC. CAC. The newly opened San Francisco 
Mint’s contributions to the newly launched three dollar gold 
denomination — which launched the same year the facility struck 
its first gold coins — were sporadic; San Francisco’s first entry into 
the denomination would come in the form of the 1855-S, struck in 
the amount of 6,000 coins. (The next S-mint threes would come 
in 1856 and 1857, then three years would lapse before the 1860-S 
issue; the last known S-mint coinage would be the 1870-S, currently 
unique and in the Harry Bass Museum, although another piece is 
suspected in the “lost cornerstone” of the San Francisco Mint.) 

This near-Mint State 1855-S boasts smooth, untroubled surfaces 
that are extremely eye-appealing and free of major marks. The 
antique-gold color deepens just slightly at the rims, and the strike 
is uniformly bold on both sides.

The other high-mintage issues were the 
1854 — technically a one-year type due to the smaller DOLLARS on 
the reverse — and the 1874, at 41,800 coins. The large 1878 mintage 
was apparently struck in anticipation of an increased demand for gold

to the heavier precious metal coins (this is unthinkable to many 
numismatists today, but it is the truth).

Only 1,500 
pieces were made in 1882, and Bowers and Winter (2005) speculate 
that some of that number were likely unsold and melted. The number 
of high-grade survivors is minuscule, as the population data attest. 

Impeccably preserved reddish-gold surfaces exhibit impressive 
prooflike reflectivity and frost over the devices. This sharply struck 
specimen has only a few insignificant marks. The 2 in the date is 
prominently repunched, as always seen for this issue.

The 1883, with a mintage of only 900 
pieces, is undoubtedly a scarce date. There are not, however, a huge 
number of three dollar date collectors, and it would seem that this 
issue is undervalued when one considers its scarcity — a potential 
opportunity for astute numismatists. 

Scattered abrasions on both sides account for the grade, but 
none are individually significant. The bright semiprooflike fields 
show moderate contrast against the sharply struck devices. Even 
reddish-gold patina drapes both sides.

Incredibly Rare 1854 Three Dollar Gold 
PR64 Cameo, One of the Three Finest Certified 
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3837 1854 PR64+ Cameo PCGS. CAC. Heritage has the privilege of offering the numerically finest 1854 proof three dollar gold piece that we have 
ever handled in PR64 Cameo PCGS, a coin of immense historic importance and tied for the finest known. 

The three dollar gold denomination was authorized by the Mint Act of 1853, a modem convenience that would supposedly enable the public to 
buy sheets of 100 three-cent stamps with one coin of the new denomination. 

The plan failed miserably. The first pieces came off the presses in 1854; the public remained unimpressed, and for most of its short history, the 
three dollar gold denomination was little struck and seldom seen. 

As Q. David Bowers writes in The United States $3 Gold Pieces 1854-1889: 

“On April 28, 1854, the Mint struck 15 Proof examples that were sent by Mint Director James Ross Snowden to the Secretary of the Trea- 
sury James Guthrie in Washington. Others were retained at the Mint, including two by Chief Engraver Longacre. Interested numismatists 
could obtain specimens there. Thus was initiated what became an uninterrupted string of Proof issues, although production was exceedingly 
low for the next several years.” 

When cataloging the John Jay Pittman example (Akers, Part Two, 5/1998), lot 1886, David Akers published a census of nine pieces but added 
that a few other examples might survive. Akers wrote: 

“Approximately 15-20 1854 Three Dollar Gold pieces were struck in Proof to mark the first year of issue of this new, unusual, and ultimately 
unnecessary denomination. We know that 15 Proofs were sent to the Secretary of the Treasury on April 28, 1854, and it is likely that a few 
others were struck for inclusion in presentation sets. Today, only an estimated 7-10 Proofs can be accounted for, nearly all of which are of 
relatively low quality. This would seem to indicate that most of the Proofs eventually must have ended up in the hands of non-numismatic 
people who did not know how to care for them properly.” 

A clue to the existence of subsequent proofs is also provided by Breen when he writes, “It is probable that a few others [proofs] were made at the 
beginning of the new coinage of this denomination, May 1, 1854.” By the time Bowers published his series reference in 2005, he estimated that 20 
to 30 proofs in all had been made, of which some 10 to 14 survive. For what it is worth, we publish here the combined certified populations at NGC 
and PCGS as of September 2013: 

—NGC. PR64 (2); PR62 (2); PR61; PR58. 

—PCGS. PR64 Cameo (3); PR63 Cameo (2); PR62 (2) 

The certified populations thus include 13 specimens, likely counting duplications. One specimen is known in the Smithsonian. As Akers noted, 
most of the certified examples are at the PR63 level or lower. The present PR64 Cameo example as noted is tied for finest at PCGS assuming the 
two submission events are different coins, which we believe they are. The other PR64 Cameo PCGS is the Garrett-Johns Hopkins-Wayne S. Rich 
example (Bowers and Ruddy, 2/1979), lot 417; Bowers and Merena, 3/2002, lot 192: “Olive-gold with some delightful pale orange highlights”, a 
piece that brought $73,600 more than 10 years ago. 

The fields on this near-Gem are deeply mirrored and set up excellent contrast with the moderately frosted devices. A few light hairlines appear 
in the field, far less severe than on most specimens seen. The strike details are pinpoint-sharp, uniformly so. Another distinguishing characteristic 
from the Garrett-Johns Hopkins example is the coloration, here yellow-gold with a noticeable tinge of red around the margins. As one of the two 
finest examples of this incredibly rare first-year subtype, with the small DOLLARS on the reverse — and the only PR64 Cameo with the CAC 
green label — this piece should be set for some spirited bidding when it crosses the auction block, a standout coin even among the many great coins 
in this superb Platinum Night session.

The mintage of proof 1888 
three dollar gold pieces is uncertain, due to some cryptic notes 
about deliveries in the Mint records, but the most often quoted 
figure is 291 pieces. This issue is certainly the most plentiful three 
dollar proof in today’s market, making it a favorite choice of type 
collectors. The surviving population probably numbers 120-150 
examples in all grades. 

The present coin is an impressive Choice specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements and deeply mirrored fields that contrast 
boldly with the frosty devices. The bright yellow-gold surfaces 
show the slight orange-peel texture of the best 19th century proofs, 
with only a few minor hairlines and contact marks. Eye appeal is 
outstanding.

3839 1888 PR66 Cameo NGC. By early in the decade of the 1880s, 
it was clear that the three dollar gold denomination was one that 
had outlived its usefulness, which was in any case limited, at best, 
from the time it debuted in 1854- The proof mintages limped along 
before seeing an uptick in the mid-1880s through the end of the 
series in 1889. 

The coins struck for circulation saw only three high-mintage 
issues, the 1854, 1874, and 1878. The 1878, last of the three, was 
struck to an extent exceeding 80,000 coins, as the government, 
anticipating a return to “parity,” or the interexchangeability of gold 
and silver specie with paper currency for the first time since the Civil 
War began, in preparation for a demand that never materialized. 

The 1888 proof three dollar issue is listed as the high-water 
mark for the series, but the recorded mintage of 291 pieces is an 
anomaly; the previous year saw 160 proofs struck, while 1889 saw 
129 proofs. The 1888 is nonetheless the most commonly seen issue 
of the series in proof format; Breen notes that “some 200 of these, 
made in April, went (with an equal number of gold dollars), to the 
Medal Clerk for ‘exchanges,’ this evasive expression covering God 
alone knows what since there is no record of 1888 accessions to the 
Mint Cabinet conceivably construable as worth $800 involved in 
this transaction.” 

This high-end Premium Gem proof shows fiery reddish-orange 
surfaces with notable contrast, a bold strike, and top-notch eye 
appeal. The die rust appearing on the neck is as struck, seen on 
all survivors. A pair of parallel marks run through the middle 8 
and diagonally to the O in DOLLARS, scarcely visible without 
magnification. A great-looking coin for type purposes. Census: 11 
in 66 Cameo (1 in 66+ Cameo), 3 finer (9/13).

Small Stars Reverse, BD-6 Variety 
Interesting Late Die State 



3840 1799 Small Stars Reverse MS62 PCGS. BD-6, R.5. Bass- 
Dannreuther Die State d/d. The 1799 Capped Bust Right half eagle 
has a reported mintage of just 7,451 pieces, but John Dannreuther 
believes some 1799-dated coins were struck in 1800, making the 
date more available than that small production total would suggest. 
The actual mintage was probably on the order of 10,000-15,000 
pieces, with nine different die varieties for the date. This coin 
represents the BD-6 variety, with the last 9 in the date recut and 
the E in STATES positioned slightly right of a cloud space on the 
reverse. The BD-6 has a surviving population of no more than 
40-50 examples in all grades, but it is still the most available 1799 
variety. BD-6 probably accounted for 1,750-2,750 pieces of the 
total mintage. 

The obverse die was used to strike both the 1799 BD-4 and 
BD-5 varieties, as well as the present BD-6, while the reverse die 
was used to produce the 1800 BD-1 variety. The emission sequence 
is extremely complicated, with coins of the BD-6 variety struck on 
three separate occasions. Die evidence suggests coins of the BD-4 
and BD-5 variety were struck before the BD-6 mintage started. 
Then the common obverse was married with the BD-6 reverse 
to strike a number of coins. Subsequently, the same obverse was 
remarried with the BD-5 reverse to strike a few more coins of 
that variety. Then the BD-6 obverse and reverse dies were once 
again coupled to strike more coins. After that, the BD-6 reverse 
was used with an 1800-dated obverse to strike the very rare 1800 
BD-1 variety. Finally, the hardy obverse was remarried with the 
BD-6 reverse to accomplish the rest of the mintage. Coins from the 
later die states of BD-6 (including this piece) were almost certainly 
struck in 1800, or even later. 

This attractive MS62 specimen is well-detailed and brightly 
lustrous, with vivid orange-gold surfaces that show only minor signs 
of contact. The obverse shows signs of lapping to remove clash 
marks, while the reverse is heavily clashed in many areas. Both 
sides show a number of die cracks, indicative of the late die state. 
This coin is both an attractive example for the date collector and 
an interesting subject for the student of die varieties and die states.

Mint engraver John Reich modified his Capped Bust Left design for 
the half eagle in 1813, creating the interesting Small Bust subtype. 
The drapery was removed from the bust, the hair and eagle were 
restyled, and the stars were arranged in a continuous arc above 
the portrait, rather than the 7x6 array of the previous design. 
Reich continued to use his signature notched star punch on star 
13 to “sign” his work. A substantial mintage of 95,428 pieces was 
accomplished, using only one obverse and two reverse dies. 

The present coin represents the more available BD-1 variety 
of this date, with the common obverse paired with a reverse that 
shows the first S in STATES positioned over the right side of 
E in the ribbon. The BD-1 accounted for the majority of the 
reported mintage, possibly 60,000-75,000 pieces, and the surviving 
population probably numbers 450-650 examples in all grades. As 
mentioned, the obverse die was later used to strike the 1813 BD-2 
variety, but this was the only use of the reverse die. 

The 1813 BD-1 is the only really available date and variety of 
this type, making it a popular choice with type collectors. The date 
has been avidly collected since the earliest days of the hobby, with 
an auction appearance as early as lot 187 of the A.C. Kline Sale 
(Moses Thomas & Sons, 6/1855). Recent sales include the similarly 
graded PCGS MS64 coin in lot 2304 of the Coins and Medals 
Auction (Bonham’s, 6/2013), which realized $52,650. 

The coin offered here is an attractive Choice example, with 
well-preserved yellow and peach-gold surfaces that show only minor 
signs of contact.

government planned to increase the supply of half eagles and eagles 
in 1878, to facilitate the resumption of specie payments which had 
been suspended since 1861, the Carson City facility played only 
a small role in these plans. The mints at Philadelphia and San 
Francisco were both tasked with producing substantial mintages 
of these gold denominations in 1878, but the Carson City Mint 
concentrated on striking the new Morgan dollars, and only coined 
enough gold to satisfy the needs of the local economy and, of 
course, the demands of depositors. In the end, only 9,054 Liberty 
half eagles were struck, using a single pair of dies. 

Unfortunately, the 1878-CC half eagle was not a well-produced 
issue, and most examples seen are softly struck, with insipid mint 
luster. Few examples were saved by contemporary collectors 
because interest in branch-mint issues was virtually nil before A.G. 
Heaton popularized this collecting discipline in the 1890s. As a 
result, most specimens circulated heavily at the time of issue, and 
show excessive bagmarks and surface flaws, along with considerable 
wear. The 1878-CC was unknown in Mint State grades before 
2001, when NGC certified a single specimen in MS63. Carson City 
specialist Rusty Goe estimates the surviving population at 90-120 
pieces in all grades, with two examples in Uncirculated condition. 

Before 2002 the present coin was owned by Henry S. Lang, 
a collector who assembled a memorable cabinet of Carson City 
coins over a number of years. When Doug Winter compiled his 
Condition Census for the issue in 2001, this coin (conservatively 
graded AU55 at the time) was tied for second-finest known, 
because the MS63 NGC coin had not yet surfaced. Today a few 
more coins have been certified at the near-Mint level, but we 
suspect the population data has been skewed by resubmissions and 
crossovers. This coin should share second, or possibly third, place in 
the list of finest-known examples today. 

The coin offered here is an attractive borderline Uncirculated 
example with a remarkably sharp strike for the issue. The well- 
preserved orange-yellow surfaces show a few accents of lilac and 
are remarkably free of serious distractions. Vibrant satiny mint 
luster adds to the outstanding visual appeal.

The 1908-S Indian half eagle boasts a low 
mintage of 82,000 pieces and the issue is quite popular with type 
collectors because it represents the first year of the design. The issue 
was welbproduced and a number of high-quality examples were 
saved by contemporary collectors, prompting Jeff Garrett and Ron 
Guth to remark: 

“If a single coin is desired from this series, this date and 
mint should be considered for the overall quality and 
availability.” 

Today the 1908-S is not as difficult to locate in high grade as 
its low mintage would suggest, but its availability has fluctuated 
over the years. The issue seems to be quite elusive in early 
auction offerings and no example was displayed at the 1914 ANS 
Exhibition. Chicago numismatist Virgil Brand ordered 12 examples 
of the 1908-S directly from the San Francisco Mint in 1908, and he 
probably added to this hoard in later years. Brand’s holdings were 
not liquidated until many years later, and the entry of these coins 
into the market drastically changed the availability of the 1908-S 
in high grade. Both David Akers and Walter Breen comment that 
most of the high-grade examples we know about today probably 
came from this source. 

The present coin is a marvelous Superb Gem with razor-sharp 
definition on all design elements and a bold mintmark. Crisp detail 
is apparent in the usual problem areas, like the lower headdress 
feathers. The vivid orange-gold surfaces display accents of lilac 
and rose, and close inspection with a loupe reveals no mentionable 
distractions.

The New Orleans Mint made 
its last double eagle in 1879 -— the first since the 1861-0 -— and its 
last eagle in the form of the Liberty Head 1906-0. It has always 
been a mystery why the Mint personnel chose to produce the 1909- 
O half eagles, a production that totaled only 34,200 coins. 

If the 1909-0 half eagle were of the Liberty Head design with 
the same mintage, it probably would attract scant notice in that 
long-running series. Many other branch mint half eagle coinages 
had much lower production figures and yet scarcely attract notice 
outside of series specialists. 

But the 1909-0 half eagles are, of course, of the Bela Lyon Pratt 
innovative design, introduced for the half and quarter eagles in 
1908. They continue the renaissance of American coinage begun 
by Augustus Saint-Gaudens in 1907, so memorably documented in 
print by Roger Burdette and by “the Saint” himself on the gold double 
eagle and eagle designs. As by far the lowest-mintage issue in the 
Indian Head series, the 1909-0 attracts a vast coterie of admirers. 

The present Select Mint State coin has strong mint luster and 
is minimally abraded for the grade. The mintmark is just a bit 
weak on the left side but sharp on the right. The original surfaces 
display lovely reddish-gold and lilac hues interspersed over each 
side. The strike is remarkably sharp overall for the issue. A small, 
irregularly shaped planchet flake in field in front of the Indian’s 
mouth is the only mentionable defect.

It is actually the most difficult and rarest issue of the series to 
locate in near-Gem and finer grades. In fact, the finest certified is 
an NGC MS65. Even Select specimens such as the present offering 
are elusive; PCGS and NGC have graded fewer than 50 MS63s and 
15 finer. 

Lustrous yellow-gold surfaces display apricot and reddish 
accents. The design elements are well-struck, including the Indian’s 
headdress and the eagle’s plumage. Both sides are quite clean for 
the designated grade. All in all, this piece yields nice eye appeal.

Top-Notch First-Year Example 



3869 1908 PR66 PCGS. The 1908-dated Indian Head half eagles and 
quarter eagles, designed by Bela Lyon Pratt, completed the series 
of four gold denominations updated for a new century, part of 
President Theodore Roosevelt’s sweeping redesign initiative which 
began with the Augustus Saint-Gaudens ten and twenty dollar 
introductions of 1907. The Pratt designs, launched in 1908 after 
Saint-Gaudens’ death, were a follow-on to those debut coins. The 
coinage redesign launched by Roosevelt, carried on many other 
shoulders, would extend to new artistic motifs in 1909 for the 
Lincoln cent, the Buffalo nickel in 1913, the silver dime, quarter, and 
half dollar in 1916, and finally the Peace silver dollar of 1921. 

The unusual sunken design of the Pratt quarter eagle and half 
eagle designs was certainly not without its detractors —- even for 
the circulating coinage, much less the proofs. The designs are 
sometimes called simply “incuse,” but that would mean merely 
designs sunken below the plane of the surfaces. In fact, the Pratt 
designs are raised back up to the plane of the surfaces within a 
sunken panel, forming the background for the raised relief. This 
type of relief is technically called “coelanaglyptic relief’ (from 
the Greek coeU, cavity; ana-, against; - glyph, glypto, carving, 
engraving); the Italians call it cavo rilievo, “hollow relief.” 

Besides the usual “resistance to change” that almost any new 
coin design encounters, the Pratt proof coins, and all the gold 
proofs of 1908, met with another obstacle, the near-universal 
dislike among collectors for the heavy matte proof texture, one 
that was popular among European mints but new to American 
numismatists. The Mint had been tinkering with the proof finish 
on gold since 1902, when the all-brilliant format was introduced, 
but the debut of new gold coinage gave Mint officials carte blanche 
to try new textures (the new designs were, in any case, completely 
unsuited to the old brilliant or contrasted formats). 

Today, the reaction of collectors, with hindsight as their ally, 
is quite different. The matte proof gold coins from the early 20th 
century are prized for their beauty and recognized as the creme de 
la creme of coinage art. The 1908 half eagle proofs saw a mintage of 
some 167 pieces, but the mintage plummeted in the following year 
to 78 coins. This makes the 1908 doubly popular as a type and first- 
year-of-issue coin. 

Although the 1908 is the most often-seen proof issue in the 
series, at the Premium Gem grade of the present piece, it is still 
quite elusive. PCGS has seen more than five dozen submissions 
from PR61 to PR67 + , but only 13 are in PR66 (including one 
PR66+), and only two PR67s are numerically finer (9/13). 

This example shows a lighter, moderate reddish-orange color 
than many survivors of the issue, some of which are quite dark 
and mustard to olive in color. No interruptions occur in the 
uniform matte surfaces, which are remarkably well-preserved. For 
pedigree purposes, we only note a single tiny dark fleck left of the 
U(NITED). This is beyond quibbling, however, as this is a top- 
notch example of the issue.

All the coins exhibit a Closed 3 in the date, a feature that was changed 
on other denominations later in the year because Chief Coiner A. 
Louden Snowden thought the numeral looked too much like an 8.

The present PR67 PCGS-certified 1911 eagle is one of only 
four in this top grade at PCGS (one of those having the Plus 
designation in addition); there are none finer (9/13). The proof 
mintage for the issue was only 95 pieces, but a sizeable minority 
of those likely survive in pristine condition to this day. Besides 
the status as among the finest for the 1911 issue, this piece is also 
among the few finest for the entire Saint-Gaudens type. Only a 
single example of the 1909 eagle, likely a Roman Finish coin, is 
finer for the type at PCGS, in the PR68 grade. 

Although PCGS makes no distinction, informed proof gold 
collectors know that there is often issue-to-issue, and even coin-to- 
coin variation, in the textures of matte proof gold pieces. This piece 
is a fine-grained medium golden-brown in the centers of each side, 
yielding to slightly darker brownish-gold nearer to the rims. There are 
no mentionable seams or tears in the fabric of this remarkable coin. 
A couple of faint contact marks appear, but to describe them would 
be to overemphasize their impact.

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1861-S Paquet Reverse Double Eagle, AU58 
Condition Census Rarity 
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3900 1861-S Paquet AU58 NGC. The 1861-S Paquet Reverse is among the most favored and storied coins in U.S. numismatics. The Liberty Head 
double eagle series is a long one, measuring nearly six decades in length. But it is one that, although studded with numerous low-mintage rarities, for 
the most part lacks an abundance of design variations, errors, and varieties. 

That is perhaps part of why the 1861-S Paquet Reverse double eagle is so popular, as it offers both of those treasured attributes: It is a numismatic 
(and conditional) rarity with a small mintage, and a significant design variant by an underrated but interesting Mint engraver, Anthony C. Paquet. 
The issue is listed in the Top 100 U.S. Coins by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. 

Despite the French surname, Paquet was born in 1814 in Hamburg, Germany, probably the son of one Toussaint Frangois Paquet, a bronze- 
worker. The younger Paquet emigrated to America in 1848, at age 34. By the mid-1850s he had an engraving shop in New York City. Paquet hired 
on at the Mint in 1857 and stayed there until 1864, at which time he re-entered the private sector, but he continued doing contract work for the 
Mint until as late as 1877. Writing in the Bass catalog, Bowers said of Paquet’s pre-Mint days, “Unfortunately, there seems to be virtually nothing 
in present numismatic literature to identify tokens, medals, or any other metallic items he may have created prior to coming to the Mint, save for a 
John C. Fremont campaign medal” with a reverse inscription of “THE ROCKY MOUNTAINS ECHO BACK FREMONT, etc.” 

Although Paquet is known to have designed quite a few pattern pieces, they are unsigned, including 1858-dated quarters and half dollars (Judd- 
221 through 223), 1859-dated half dollars (Judd-247 through 255) and double eagle patterns of 1859 and 1860 (Judd-260, 272a, 273), and at least 
one 1877 half dollar (Judd-1540 and 1541), among others. 

Paquet also left a rich legacy of Mint medals. Many of them are signed; interestingly, Paquet preferred a script style for his signature rather than 
the traditional block letters usually seen. Signed Mint medals of Paquet include the important 1860 Washington Cabinet medal (Baker-326, Julian- 
MT-23) commemorating the establishment of the Mint’s collection of Washingtonia. The creation of the Washington Cabinet was, in itself, the 
likely impetus for many subsequent Mint shenanigans, patterns, and fantasy pieces created as trade bait for the Washington items, but that is a story 
for another day ... 

A curious characteristic of Paquet’s work is a peculiar preference for a font (letter style) identified by tall, thick verticals and diagonals on the 
letters, with thin horizontals and serifs. This font was used on the Paquet Reverse patterns of 1860 and was adopted in late 1860 for the regular-issue 
double eagles of 1861. Dies were shipped to the branch mints in New Orleans and San Francisco, and the Philadelphia Mint actually produced 
examples. But Mint Director James Ross Snowden deemed them unsuitable for high-speed production and ordered the entire Philadelphia emission 
destroyed. Only two pieces of the 1861 Paquet Reverse are known today. 

The New Orleans Mint was notified via telegraph in time to halt production of any 1861-0 Paquet double eagles — but in the case of San 
Francisco, there were as yet no transcontinental telegraph wires to allow instantaneous transmission of the order to “cease and desist.” By the time 
the San Francisco Mint received the Snowden directive, the facility had struck 19,250 examples of a modified design — apparently all of which 
promptly entered circulation. There are no Uncirculated examples known today, and most of the 100 or so surviving specimens grade only Very 
Fine to Extremely Fine. This AU58 piece is tied for the finest we have ever offered — and the finest certified at either service — with a small group 
of similarly graded specimens.

“I’ve been tearing up a lot of copies of my old letters lately 
and they all seem inane. ... The only parts of them that 
were readable were in your handwriting. Evidently I must 
content myself with expression in bronze. That makes me 
mad for we always wish for what is around the comer out 
of reach.” 

Numerous letters written by Saint-Gaudens survived the 1904 
studio fire, but the contents of most of these are known only to 
specialists. However, he correctly observed that he best expressed 
himself in bronze. The Sherman group at the entrance to Central 
Park incorporates a figure of Liberty leading General Sherman. 
This figure was adapted and reconfigured slightly for use on the 
obverse of the twenty dollar gold piece, and is best rendered on the 
1907 High Relief.

and expensive. The heavy matte finish on these coins — of all 
denominations — was as unpopular in its day as it is popular with 
legions of collectors today. 

A total of 101 matte proofs were reportedly made of the 1908' 
dated twenty dollar issue, although a few pieces are also certified 
with a satin or Roman finish; clearly, this was a time of Mint 
experimentation with the various textures known on several 
denominations, including both the new Saint-Gaudens and Bela 
Pratt designs. 

Although NGC has recorded 24 submissions of the matte 
proof 1908 at the PR66 grade level (including one Plus coin) 
with 12 finer, it is likely that both figures represent numerous 
duplications (9/13). PCGS has certified three matte proof 1908 
Motto twenties in PR66, with two in PR67 finer. 

Coupled with the large, impressive twenty dollar denomination 
and in splendid technical and aesthetic condition, this Premium 
Gem first-year-of-type proof coin should prove to be a rare prize for 
some lucky bidder.

ANA Convention Sale, lots 2053 and 2054. One of the ANA 
coins was later acquired by famous numismatist John Jay Pittman 
and is the coin offered here. The other ANA coin is pictured on 
page 152 of Swiatek’s Encyclopedia of United States Silver and Gold 
Commemorative Coins 1892A 954 . 

When the present coin was offered in the Pittman Collection in 
1997, David Akers noted: 

“This piece was formerly in the estate of John R. Sinnock 
who was the Chief Engraver at the Philadelphia Mint 
when the Maryland Half Dollar was designed and struck. 
The exact number of Proofs minted is unknown, but it is 
believed that only four specimens are known today, all of 
which can be traced to the Sinnock estate. Two pieces were 
in the 1962 ANA sale and this piece was believed by JJP 
to have been one of them, although he did not purchase 
it there, but rather obtained it nearly two years later from 
William Behringer (a.k.a. “Buffalo Bill”) of Buffalo, New 
York on 2/3/64 for $120.” 

This coin shows the distinctive matte finish used on proofs in the 
early part of the 20th century. The medium intensity gray surfaces 
show a few highlights of pale gold and pink toning, with the subdued 
mint luster typical of matte proof issues. The design elements are 
welbdetailed and only minor signs of contact are evident. A small 
mark on Cecil Calvert’s cheek can serve as a pedigree marker.

Bowers (2008) writes in this regard: “ MS65 and higher coins, if sharply struck at the 
centers, are rarities — a situation not widely known.” This Premium Gem displays a sharp strike throughout. Moreover, its lustrous surfaces have 
been well cared for.

Designed by James Earle Fraser, of Buffalo 
nickel fame, for the centennial celebration that was held at the Minnesota State Fairground in June 1925. The obverse features a full 
length Viking warrior, with horned helmet, sword, and shield, landing on the American coast. The reverse exhibits a Viking longship. Most 
collectors are familiar with the smaller octagonal silver and gold medals of this design, but large format examples are seldom encountered. 
Apparently just 75 pieces were coined to provide museums with display pieces of this issue, but only 60 were actually distributed. 

This pleasing Choice specimen features sharply detailed design elements and lustrous brilliant surfaces with no significant distractions. The 
composition is “triple silvered” bronze, and a few microscopic specks of the bronze core can be seen at the bottom-left obverse rim where the plating 
flaked off. Swirling die polish lines are visible on both sides and the overall presentation is most attractive. The medal and the NGC insert are 
mounted in a custom white plastic holder.

Genuine. K-4, R.6. In our opinion, the piece has the details of a VF 
specimen. While all of the gold coinage produced by the Mormon 
settlers in present-day Utah is historically significant, the largest 
denomination, that of twenty dollars, is most significant of all. While 
the U.S. Congress authorized a twenty dollar gold coin or double 
eagle in March 1849, examples were not released to circulation 
until the next year, 1850. The twenty dollar coins created by the 
Mormons, made in 1849 and spent the same year, thus were the first 
coins of that denomination to enter commerce in North America. 

Whether word of the U.S. plans for double eagles had made 
it to the settlement or the Mormon twenty dollar coins were an 
independent innovation is an open question. It is possible that 
the idea for twenties (which must have predated the legislation 
authorizing it) had traveled by telegraph to the Great Plains 
Midwest and been taken to the Great Salt Lake Valley in the mind 
of a settler, but this is not confirmed. Perhaps a document exists in 
a Latter-day Saints archive that can shed light on the subject. 

Leaving aside topics of future research, it is rare for any 1849 
Mormon twenty to come to auction, and this is the first such 
appearance in a Heritage event in more than 15 years. The 
condition, to be frank, leaves much to be desired. Moderate wear 
is at the bottom of the list of concerns; not only do a number of 
old abrasions appear on the yellow-gold surfaces, but the field 
to the left of the crowned Eye of Jehovah on the reverse shows 
substantial alteration from misguided efforts to smooth out some 
flaw or another. Even so, this coin’s simple existence and offering 
are enough to inspire heavy bidding.

His specific coin has been preserved and studied for die fea¬ 
tures and subsequently identified as a VAM-9. According 
to a reporter present, only 303 pieces were struck when 
the die failed and new ones had to be used. The reverse die 
is identifiable because of the “comma” feather on the lower 
right side as looking at the eagle. Some VAMmers describe 
this feather as kidney-bean shaped and it is a key identifier 
of a VAM-9.”

(10% silver, 90% copper) with a plain edge. Much of the original 
brightness remains with the addition of smoky-rose patina over 
each side.

1856 Judd-177 Half Cent, PR64 
Struck in Copper-Nickel 



4514 1856 Half Cent, Judd-177, Pollock-205, R.5, PR64 PCGS. 

Struck from regular issue plain edge dies, but in copper-nickel alloy 
instead of copper. In his Half Cent Encyclopedia, Breen reported 
two similar compositions of the copper-nickel planchets. His B-2b 
is recorded as 90% copper and 10% nickel, and B-2c is recorded 
as 88% copper and 12% nickel.

19. Auctioneer reserves the right to rescind the sale in the event of nonpayment, breach of a warranty, 
disputed ownership, auctioneers clerical error or omission in exercising bids and reserves, or for 
any other reason and in Auctioneer s sole discretion. In cases of nonpayment, Auctioneer’s election 
to void a sale does not relieve the Bidder from their obligation to pay Auctioneer its fees (seller s and 
buyer’s premium) and any other damages or expenses pertaining to the lot. 

20. Auctioneer occasionally experiences Internet and/or Server service outages, and Auctioneer 
periodically schedules system downtime for maintenance and other purposes, during which 
Bidders cannot participate or place bids.
